AT TROUT LAKE 


Herd In Fine Condition And 


Contented As A Bunch 


Of Cattle 


"I am sure it would warm the 
hearts of sportsmen, who contribu- 
ted to. the Wisconsin elk fund, to 
see the herd of forty-one elk on the 
state farm at Trout Lake," 
says 


Conservation Commissioner Barber 
"They are as much at home there 
as they were in 
Montana, and as 


contented as a bunch of dairy cat- 
tle."The herd is stil confined in a 
two-acre 
corral, surrounded by a 


high wire fence, to keep them un- 
der observation until it is assured 
that there is no danger of introduc- 
ing any disease" among the deer 
and other animals on the preserve, I 
according to Mr. Barber. Dr. Lee' 
O'Heilley, veterinarian, of this city, 
•\yho has inspected the herd several 
times since the animals 
arrived 


from 
Yellowstone park, 
reports 
that all are in excellent health. 


It is intended to turn the entire 
herd out in the forest that covers 
the state farm, as soon as the vet- 
erinarian makes his final report. 
The farm is fenced and the elk will 
be retained in the enclosure per- 
manently, or until they have mul- 
tiplied enough to warrant an 
at- 


tempt to slock the entire northern 
forest district. 
"The three elk that have been 


on the preserve for three seasons, 
are thoroughly 
acclimated," said 


Mr. 
Barber. 
"The experiment 
with these has convinced the com- 
mission that elk 
will do well in 


the Wisconsin climate. It was 
at 


first feared that the change in al- 
titude and in feed might bring un- 
favorable results." 


If the plans of the conservation 


commission carry, Wisconsin will 
have one of the best game propa- 
gation farms in the country. 
Two 


years hence, the commission pro- 
bably will add three moose to the 
animal collection, and will try to 
breed up a large herd. Correspon- 
dence will also be had with British 
Columbia sportsmen in a move to 
obtain at least three caribou, the 
twin brother of the elk. 


STATE AID FOR 


GUARDS' WIVES 


Madison, Wis., March 27—Mem- 
bers of the finance committee are 
planning to Introduce a bill for re- 
lief of the wives anil children of 
guardsmen who may be called into 
active service. The purpose of the 
bill will be to provide direct state 
aiu in'the form of pensions, 
and 
thus obviate the necessity 
which 


arose when the troops were called 
to the 
Mexican border, 
under 


which commercial clubs and other 
organizations accumulated funds to 
care for soldiers' families. The de- 
sire is that the state take charge of 
the situation at once to avoid any 
appearance of action prompted by 
charity. In most cases, the families 
of soldiers were looked after while 
they were on the border, but there 
is a very strong sentiment here that 
in the future such aid should be 
provided directly by the state.

of tha water of moths, flies and frogs. 
He Is a great little traveler, and sooa 
becomes b!g chief of the waters la 
which he llres. 
With such a varied 


mesn. you will find him ever ready for 
a fight, equally eager for fly-hook, 
trolllag-spoon, live bait or plug, right 
oa the Job to put op a struggle that 
will test your skllL 
You can Cah for 


him night or day as he Is a 24-hour 
feeder, but early morning and late 
afternoon Ii the lareit time to get him 
right. 
He Is an active rogua and 


continually rising from the bottom to 
the surface, at tides Jumping above 
the water la pursuit of his feed. He

Grasses it Rust Plants. 


The life histories of the rusts are 


sometimes complex. This Is especial- 
ly true of the rcoit important of the 
wheat rests; camel/, the stem rust. It 
may pass a part cf Its existence oa an 
ornamental shrub known as barberry, 
l^rbtrU vulgarU, •where It produces 
rust ijiores la Mty or June. These 
rust spores may infect wLeat or ether 
cereals. The stem rust may also la 
its red and black stages live oa cany 
cozazoa wIlS grasses. It is also a 
fact that the sten rusts of the other 
cereals may also pass their spring 
etage oa the barberry plant. Although 
the rust nay live over the winter on 
crass pKiLts or may be brought cp la 
the early tprlng from the South vrtth- 
cut «#te Intervention of / barberry 
planta, tevertheltss, barbtrry plants 
if rv« ts an active means of spreading 
tie mil la a very vigorous fasJJoa.

Co-Optrative V/srk. 


A number of state experiment sta- 


tions are vitally Interested In the rust 
work and are co-operating with the 
cereal pathologist of the department. 
The stripe rust la the western states, 
Its distribution and occurrence, togeth- 
er with Its life history and varietal re- 
lations, are at present under Investi- 
gation. 


There Is also considerable co-opera- 


tive work being done oa the variety 
testing and breeding of cereals for rust 
resistance. The major portion of this 
wcrk is devoted to wheat, but cats is 
also receiving some attention. In this 
work rust nurseries ere maintained at 
four experiment stations where each 
year an artificial epidemic Is secured, 
thus allowing for continuous rust rec- 
ords on any given variety, and also in- 
suring the most severe rust conditions 
I-us'lMe. Work oa spring wheat Is In 
progress at the Minnesota station; at 
the Io\va station on spring oats; at the 
Kansas station oa soft winter wheats; 
tnd at the Tennessee station oa soft 
winter wheats and winter oats. The 
field trials oa rust resistance are sup- 
plemented by greenhouse teAs, where 
both seedling and mature plants are 
artificially Inoculated with rust and 
degree of infection noted. 


Testing and Breeding. 


The results oa the variety testing 


for resistance up to the present time 
have demonstrated several 
general 


facts. None • of the common, or so- 
called bread spring wheats. Is to any 
useful degree Immune to the stem 
rust attack. 
The most commonly 


grown cf these susceptible varieties 
of spring wheats' are the Fifes, Blue- 
stems, and boarded -wheats. Including 
such varieties as Marquis, Power Fife, 
Haynes Bluestem, I'relude and Pres- 
tuo.

varieties of durum and emmer are ex- 
tremely resistant to the rust In con- 
trast to the commoa spring wheats. 
This fact has been very clearly dem- 
onstrated In the rust epidemic of the 
past 
season, where 
the 
common 


wheats, as well as many varieties of 
durura wheats were very heavily rust- 
ed, while other adjacent rows of du- 
rura wheat were practically clean of 
rust. In the field many farmers suf- 
fered severe loss la their durum crop 
oa account of Ihe rust, while others 
obtained yields of two to three tim(S 
cs many bushels of better grade wheat 
tliau was obtained from the commoa 
bresd wheats la the same vicinity. 
This demonstrates very strongly the 
tt'.tvstlty for planting, where durum 
wheat Is successfully grown, »aly the 
ivsUtant types. 


Fertilizers ar.d Rusts. 


The results, obtained particularly at 
&, Hia&fetvta station la determining 


the effect of artlSrtal ferKKi*rt en 
rusts Indicate that soil fertilizers do 
not play an Important part either for 
cr egainst resistance in a real field 
epidemic, and that as a factor ia fara 
practice, the rtlatlorxs between the tp- 
t'licatloa of commercial fertilizers and 
the rnjt can largely be disregarded. 
It seems LlgUy Improbable that any 
control of rust through the applica- 
tion of any reasonable amount of com- 
mercial fertilizers can ever be toped 
for. 


Control Measures. 


It Is well known that seed treatment 


has no effect on the rust. Soil treat- 
ment Is also almost IceffectlTe, except 
Insofar as good sell practice will pat 
the seedbed la th* best condition and 
promote the nost rcpld and vigorous 
growth of the wheat plant
